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The Hichraond pipers hsvo recently be- 
come very much at outs with the rebel Oen- 
trail, and growl and scold at a great rale. 
Bragg is djnounced without mercy for the 
signal failure of his Kentucky campaign, 
while .luhnston is assailed in a no less hitler 
manner for his incapacity, as exhibited in 
Mississippi, during the recent splendid 
achievements of Oen. Grant. They charge 
upon the Utter that he stood immovable and 
idle with a Urge force at his command 
within hearing of the guns of Grant while 
besieging Vicksburg, without making the 
slightest effort to relieve Pemberton, and all 
ho did in the end was to announce to bis 
Government that the highly valued strong- 
hold had surrendered. In the copious ex- 
tracts before us the Southern papers take a 
gloomy and desponding view of the situa- 
tion, and in this they are assuredly justified, 
for in every quarter nothing but disaster and 
defeat seem to await their armies. In the 
beginning of the war tbs Southern arms tri- 
umphed for a time, and their Generals and 
those who sympathized with them appeared 
to take it for granted that only a series of 
victories were in advance of them, and the 
for they bad to meet was miserably weak if 
not imbecile. They have at last, however, 
awoke from their dreaming, and are perhaps 
inspired with a little more lespcct for the 
enemy for whom they evinced at the start a 
seeming contempt. The ebaia of events 
which have recently transpired have evi- 
dently greatly discouraged if not disheart- 
ened the leaders of the rebellion, hence the 
tone of the Virginia papers. There is cer- 
tainly enough to cause in them a feeling of 
gloom if not despair, and to irritate the e li- 
ters who have all along bild forth sueh a 
boastful tone. Their greatest General, Lee, 
has been defeated — Vicksburg and Port 
Hudson taken — Bragg is still flying for life’s 
sake before Kosocrans, whilst the desperate 
raiders under Morgan have been beaten and 
seattered “like chaff before the wind.’’ Jeff. 
Davia’ government is evidently crumbling 
and cannot last much longer. Lee, perhaps, 
may fight another battle — a battle worthy of 
his fame — but wa are inclined to think it 
will be bis last, and Richmond will be in 
other bands. 

Prom the mass of extracts from Southern 
papers before us we can only find room for 
the following; 



part did ho perform in this grand tragedy? 
In answer it will ho said that, with an army 
larger than won the first battle of Manas- 
sav, be made not a motion, he struck not a 
blow, for the relief of Vicksburg. For 
nearly seven weeks be sat down in sound of 
the conflict, and he fired not a gun. He 
beard the confident declaration with which 
the besieged animated their courage — 
“Kaver mind! — Johnston is coming!'* — but 
Johnston never came. He did not so much 
as harrass the enemy, but left Grant to pur 
sue bis work without interruption. If 
Mosby and bis little band had been there 
instead of Johnston and bis army, Grant 
would not have enjoyed such impunity, 
.lohnston has been supposed to have some 
profound plan, some brilliant strategy, which 
at the proper time be would spring, and 
Inch would atone, for any seemiog inac- 
vity. But be has done no more than to 
sit by and see Vicksburg fall and send us 
the news.

If all the troops now or until lately scat- 
tered far and wide, under Bragg, Pemberton, 
Homes, Magruder and Kirby Smith, had 
been concentrated in one great army, and 
that army placed under the command of a 
General of proved ability — and such a one 
has been loft in idleness for nearly a year — 
it can not be doubled that affairs in the 
South-west would have worn a very dif- 
ferent aspect. There is a disposition, just 
at this time, to blame this or that General 
Bragg, Johnston, Pemberton, Holmes. But, 
granting that the President was ignorant 
of their capacities, it is evident that they 
could accomplish nothing of importance so 
lung as they were isolated. Bragg had 
failed signally in the Kentucky campaign 
and at Murfreesboro; the President retained 
him; Johnston had retreated from Harper’s 
Ferry, from Manassas, from Yoiktown. and 
bad fought the bloody battle of Seven Pines. 
The President put him in command of a 
very extensive department, but refused his 
petition to concentrate Pemberton and 
Holmes. Pemberton, while at Charleston, 
proposed to dismantle forts Sumpter and 
Moultrie, and to destroy them utterly. The 
President and General Lee disapproved of 
this singular plan of dafense, and the firmer 
promoted him to the otfice of Lieutenant 
General. Neglecting to fortify Graml Gulf 
property, and being entirely inexperienced 
in the field, he, with fifteen or twenty thou- 
sand men, offered but a feeble resistance to 
Grant with eighty or ooe hundred thousand 
With the loss of nearly all his field artillery 
he was driven into Vicksburg, where he 
has made a stubborn defeuse. It is not easy 
to perceive what else be could have duns 
under the circumstances, yet he has been 
BO much praised that be will again be in 
trusted with the command of men in the 
field and the conduct of a campaign. Those 
who expected Johnston to succor Pember 
too forgot his antecedents. lIis past history 
would teach that he never fights un'-il com 
pelled. Of course be delayed at Canton 
and every day’s delay made him relatively 
weaker than Grant. But it is not certain 
that be could at any time bavs offered ef 
fectual assistance. As lor Holmes be is so 
nearly imbecile, il not idiotic, that ha may 
be dismissed as a noneniity, except so far 
as be was able, acting under instructions 
from the War Department, to keep Pries 
from doing any thing. 

Counting Pemberton’s paroled array 
Johnston’s forces and others, there are now 
on both sides of the Mississippi at least one 
hundred and fifty thousand men. Whether 
they can ever be got together wo do not 
know. Whether the President thinks the 
country has suffered enough at the hands 
of his favorites, it is impossible to say. But 
if be thinks the gratification of bis evil pas - 
sioDS and the fantastical preferences, or if 
be supposes the persistence io his system of 
divided forces under pet Lieutenant Gen- 
erals, of more consequence that the inde- 
pendence of the Confederacy, then we need 
no longer doubt what fate is in store for us.

When the Twentieth Kentucky Infantry, 
Col. Htnson, surrendered to Jobu Morgan, 
at Lebanon, Kentucky, a good many of the 
officers and men of the regiment were rob- 
bed of their watches and other personal 
property, by the rebels. Captains Dunn and 
Mu.sselinan, of the Twentieth, arrived in 
Covington on Thursday, having been depu- 
ted to identify and recover as many of the 
articles as tbe rebels still retain posses- 
sion of. 

We have nothing very late or important 
from tbe Army of the Potomac. 

The Governor of South Carolina has is- 
sued a proclamation calling for three thou- 
sand negroes to work on the fortifications. 
He says the need fur them is pressing. The 
Charleston Courier thinks the city is in im- 
minent peril, and to save it the Y'ankees 
must be driven off Morris’ Island. Tbo 
people of Charleston are in a great state of 
alarm. 

It is reported that Gen. Stanley is in 
Huntsville, Ala , and that Qen. Sheridan oc- 
cupies Chattanooga. 



Tue Attackon Hickman. — The Colum- 
bus (Ky.) War Eagle says on Wednesday, 
tbe 15th inst., three companies of rebel cav- 
alry suddenly made their appearance in the 
city of Hickman, and, as there were no mili- 
tary forces at the place, had things pretty 
much, and altogether, in their own hands. 
We have not been able to learn the names 
of the commander of the detachment, hut 
are informed that a rebel named Wilkins, 
formerly of Union City, was in ouuimand of 
one of tbe companies. It seems that they 
entered the town about 5 o’clock, P. M., and 
immediately iuslituted inquiries fur Mr. 
Montraville G. Wilsuii, the enrolling officer 
of Fulton county; Mr. William Parker, the 
Government assessor of taxes; H. S Camp- 
bell, a revenue officer Of the United States; 
W. F Bi «'toer, E>q , Board of Trade; Geo. 
C. Uallet, City Judge, and other prominent 
Union men. These gentlemen are repre- 
sented to us as being placed upon a black 
list, and marked for summary punishment 
by these tons and fioioers of the Southern 
chivalry. It was a fortunate circumstance 
fur tbe two last named gentlemen that they 
were absent at tbe time, Mr. Buckner being 
absent at Cincinnati on official business, and 
Judge Hallet being at Columbus on profes- 
sional engagements. Tbe other periBons 
named, through tbe timely warning of 
fiiends, were enabled to conceal themselves, 
and finally effected their esoape to Island 10, 
where they embarked on a gunboat for 
Columbus on Friday morning as refugees. 

The reboU upon coming into Hickman at 
once proceeded to enter tbe stores and help 
themselves to everything io the way of cloth- 
ing, dec., which they stood in need of. They 
literally stripped the stores of Mr. Joseph 
S. Hubbard, R. E. Millet, John U. Rose, and 
one or two others, besides seizing the entire 
stock of saddlery of Mr. Henry Ramage and 
of Messrs. A. S. Anderson & Co. What 
other outrages and wrongs they have com- 
mitted we have been unable to learn, on ac- 
count of the difficulty and danger of com- 
munication. As soon as information was 
communicated to headquarters, Gen. Asbotb, 
with his accustomed promptitude, ^pok at 
once proper action. On his request the ram 
Monarch was sent down to Hickman by 
Fleet Captain Pennock, commanding naval 
station at Cairo, and at the same time two 
companies of cavalry from tbe detachment 
under Col. Waring, in Clinton, proceeded 
there also. Tbe cavalry, on the arrival of 
tbe gunboat, dashed from all sides into tbe 
town, and from there to tbe place, one mile 
and a half, where the rebels had encamped, 
but found tbe nest abandoned. The cavalry 
is close on tbe track of tbo marauders, and 
they will no doubt be punished as they de- 
serve. There is reason to believe that this 
raid is only the advance of a larger firce. 
Gen. Asbotb U both watchful and active, 
and fuHy prepared to meet tbe enemy at any 
point within his district. 



Death of Major Daniel McCook. — The 
death of this noble old man — tbe father of so 
many heroes — is deeply to be regretted.—

The death of tbe aged father of the gallant 
brothers McCook is a sad annouocement to 
make, hut the old hero met tbe fate of a pa- 
triot soldier iu the loyal defence of tbe coun 
try of his love. Unchilled by the irosts of 
more than seventy winters, his heart beat 
warmly and devotedly for bis Government, 
and from tbe first breaking out of the rebel 
lion he has h.>en in every place where the 
cause of the Union most needed a soldier 
and was always fouod in the ranks with his 
trusty weapon^ He received a wound in the 
attack on Morgan’s guerilla band at Bcffing 
ton, and died on Tuesday, at Pomeroy, from 
its effects. The brave and good old man 
will bo sincerely mourned. Hi« sincerity, 
simplicity and energy were maiked cfiaraCT 
leristics, and he won the love of all with 
whom he was thrown in contact. He has 
sealed his devotion to his country with bis

pel formed. Ha gave his sons and biipself 
freely to tbo great cause, and in afi time bis 
memory will be revered and bis name hon- 
ored wherever bravery is appreciated and 
lo) alty cberiabed. 



Arrest of Gen. Geo. W. L. Bickley; — 
A notice of the arrest of this celebrated in- 
dividual, Moigto’s spy. has been published. 
The New Albany Ledger, of Monday, 
slates that an examination of the contents 
of the trunk of Bickley, by Major Fry, 
seems to indicate that he is really the genu- 
ine Bickley, the father of the Koightsof the 
Golden Circle. His portfolio contains lelteis 
from parties in Memphis, Lynchburg, New 
Y’ork, and other poiot.s, directed to Oen. 
Bickley as “Mejir General’’ of the Older. 
Also a copy of the “Degree Bonk’’ of the 
Order; A card on which is printed, in' red 
and blue, the Confederate llig, with the let- 
ters “K. Q. C.’’ on each bar, the name of 
“Gen. George Bickley’’ being printed on the 
top. There is also the manuscript of an 
original piece of poetry, of which the Gen- 
eral claims tbe authorship, intended to be set 
to music, in which Virginia is spoken of as 
‘Qjeenof the South,’’ and Lee, Longstreet 
and Hill extolled as her saviors, &c. Also, 
slips cut from tbe Richmond Whig and Mo- 
bile Mercury, of 1860, explaining the doc- 
trines and objects of the K. 0. C. In a 
memorandum book was fouod what appears 
to be a rough sketch of the situation of Lou- 
isville, New Albany, Jeffersonville and tbe 
falls, la tbe book was pasted a Confederate 
ten-cent postage stamp. 

The following was fouod in bis portfolio, 
which the General doutless wrote when in a 
melancholy mood, or when rtfiecting on tbe 
vanity of human ambition; 

My memory is not quite so vivid as in 
years past, yet I can now sit down in tbo 
shade.s of night and spread nut all my boy 
and manhood’s life like a great chart, with 
marks and records of my wanderings, and 
upon calmly scrutinizing that chart of mem- 
ory’s tablets, 1 can most solemnly say every 
storm that has overtaken me, every cloud 
that has overshadowed me, ha.s results 1 from 
some act committed by inyseK, which at 
the time did not meet my conscientious ap-< 
proval. * 

An orphan at an early age, I wa.s thrown 
U)e world penniless and friendless, yet 
with great energy I educated myself and 
rose to eminence in tbe profession of medi- 
cine I have written many books and great 
quantities of minor essays on all conceivable 
subjects. I have brought practical seces- 
sion and inaugurated the greatest war of 
modern times; >v«t I declare tbe real pleas- 
ure of my life is now found in the knowl- 
edge of small kindnesses dona to the needy 
and in adversity the principles of morality 
and bumanitv.

The Situation on the Potomac. — The 
Washington Republican, of Wednesday, 
savB, from tbe best information at band, it 
appears that Lee's army is at or near Win- 
chester or above that point, while our own 
army occupies such a position that he cannot 
get back to Richmond without fighting us at 
a disadvantage. The rebel General is rather 
bolding bis position to gather supplies from 
tbe crop in tbe Valley, or with the aid of 
such re enforcements as he may have ob- 
tained, to give another battle or series of 
battles with the Army of the Potomac. Our 
army is ready to fight him, anxious, indeed, 
rather than to return to another campaign 
in tboas districts of Virginia which have been 
so thoroughly devastated by war. 

We may expect stirring news from Gen. 
Meade’s army soon. 

OOfThe Louisville Journal says, tbo sin- 
gular haziness of tbp air about two weeks 
sinoft, similar to that which is common du- 
ring tbe Indian summer, attracted the atten- 
tion of our meteorologists at the time, but 
no solution for tbe phenomenon was found. 
Tbe weather was unusually sultry, and even 
the freijiient showers seemed to increase tbe 
intensity qf the heat. The St. Paul Press, 
of the lOtb, furnishes some information 
which may, perhaps, elucidate tbe mystery 
It says tbe pine forests about Superior had 
been on fire, and the air was so full of smoke 
that vessels could not run on the lakp.

He arrived at Salineyille n «r the 
railroad early yesterday morning, a id was 
met by Major Way with a detachment of 
the 1st Michigan cavalry. After a severe 
engagement of over an hour, Morgti' wa.s 
completely routed. The following is Major 
Way's dispatch; 

SaniNsvit-LK, 0 , J uly 2b. 
Maj. Qen. A. K. Burnvde: 

Aftor a forted m.irch yesterday an 1 last 
night, with alino.st oonliGued Ekirmii hing, 

wo succv^ucd this iiioimng about li^ht 
o clock in pressing Morgan to an urgige- 
ment about one and a half miles fmo this 
place. After more than an hour of reyere 
fighting we scattered his fcrces in all direc* 
lions. The followiug is the result o‘ our 
engagement; 20 or ItU hilled, about oO 
wounded, 200 prisoners, 160 stand of arms, 
and 160 horses. Our loss is light. Our 
horses are very much jaded, but 1 shnll fol- 
low ns tapidly ns possible. My forte was 
200 to 250 string.

Tu tlie FAitm-^ of the IjOuiavilU Journal: 

I aui not an alarmist, nor do I usually 
make a noise over small inattor.s, but 1 have 
received a letter from Georgia w^eh has 
made such an impression upon my mind that 
1 feel bound to make a publication of the facts 
in the Louisville and Cmcionati papers. The 
letter is in these words; 

“Nobth Georgia, July 11, 1863. 

Dr. Bkow.nlov.': 1 have not seen you for 
two years, but I look with interest upon all 
ihe abuse of you in the Southern paper.e, 
which has been bitter, has not lowered you 
in my esteem. Y'ou are right— you have 
been right from the beginning, and such will 
be the judgment of the country before you 
die with old age. 

The late retreat of Bragg is dimounced by 
the chivalry a.s disgraceful, and it is the more 
morlilying to them from the fact that they 
had expressed their confidence in Bragg's 
ability to whip Ro.'ecrans, and to take Nash- 
ville. The loss of Vicksburg is crushing to 
them, and many of their leading men give up 
all as lost. What effect this late disaster will 
have upon their future phns and pu'poses I 
am not able to conjecture, but [ wijl stale to 
lou what I am certain hive been their plans. 
Indeed 1 know what they had intended, and 
what well-informed leaders have declared. 
'They intended, as a fall caaipiign, to iiivade 
Kentucky upon a large s;slp, starting out of 
East Tennessee, and to sick and burn Louis- 
ville and Cincinnati, ,^’reparatory to tbie 
they Intended to send an invading force upon 
■ small scale to spy out the country. At the 
same lime they in’ended to mass their troops 
in Virginia and make a deteripined assault 
upon Washington. I will not give my name 
but I will relate an incident which occurred 
when you were all night at my bouse several 
years ago, and you will at onoe recognize me 
as an old familiar Whig friend- I withhold 
my name because this letwr way not reach 
you and might hang me. I state, howcTer, 
that when Bragg’s army retreated they di- 
vided, one portion going up the road into 
East Tennessee, and the greater portion of 
them earning into Georgia, upon the State 
road. But few, if any of them, remained at 
Chattanooga ” 

Now, Messrs. Editors, I know the writ#r 
of this letter, and let me say I know him to 
be a man ol fine businots qualifications, of 
good common sense, and a well-informed re- 
liable man. He ia a man of good property 
and a slaveholder. I tell you. and through 
you the people of Louisville, Cincinnati and 
Washington, that there is more in this affair 
than may strike them at first glance. 1 give 
the facts to you, and you can give them to 
the Cincinnati and Washington papers, and 
our military authorities at those points can 
attach to them whatever iiuporignce they 
may deem proper. The rebels may change 
their plane, but that they intended these 
movements I have no sort of doubt.

These men bad 
never before been under fire. After an on 
gagsment of three quarters of an Lour they 
ran, having lost thrje hundred men killed. — 
Alter night set in the rebels had a band of 
music on their woiks, which played Dixie, 
and other tunes supposed to be peculiatly of- 
frnsive to the i'>vod .rs. When day hr, ike it 
was found that the rebel pickets ha I been 
withdrawn. Many of the soldiers crept up 
to the woik.s and ascertained that, during 
the night Johnston and his troopt had evao- 
uated the place. Soon other soldiers hurried 
in, and a scene of plunder and destruction 
took place. It was brought to an end by 
General lilair's diriiion enteiiog ibe town 
and restoring order. On inquiry it appeared 
that the evacuation began at 6 o’clock on the 
prjr-edirig evening, and was completed he- 
lore day.

She subsequently fioated off and opened 
upon the rebels, putting them to flight. 
Our casualties were small, and the rebels 
were taught a lesson they will not soon for- 
get.

Du- 
ring the day Fort Wagoer waa silenced for 
some time, and the colors shot away. New 
Union batteiies were opened upon the rebels, 
doing great exoculion.

“A charge was made on Fort Wagner, 
and our troops after a desperate struggle, 
were obliged ,to fall back, which they did 
in excellent order, and held their old po- 
sitions. The loss on our side was quite 
severe, but our total loss of killed, wounded 
and missing, since the 10th, is only about 
1 000. The 48. h New York lest about

Wasuisoton. July 20.— Advices Irom 
headquarters of the army of the Potomac re- 
ceived to night say that during the past week 
our tr.rops have not baen idle, but by a close 
watch of Lee’s movements and by rapid 
marches. Lave suci^ded in baffling his sev- 
eral atrempis to enter Eastern Virginia, and. 
ns before stated, his altoutpicd poase.<ision of 
the gaps of the Blue Ridge, it js generallv 
believed bp is now moving rapidly toward 
Stanton by the Shenandoah Valley. He 
tried Snicker’s, Ashby’u and Minasses Gaps, 
but found a strong Union force already there. 
At the two last tiamed places bu wae driven 
back with loaa. At Chester Gap our cayiiry 
recaptured 400 of the eatili stolen by tbs en- 
emy, and several hundred sheep. A large 
ti'iintier of horses have also boon recovera t. 
Several brisk skirmishes have taken place. 
With the exception of the cavalry encounters, 
the f.iineipil tigh* occuired on Tbursdav 
eveoiug, bctwnpu Limlen aitJ Front Royal, 
in which a brigade u»* rebel iiilantty, prnba 
bly Leo’e rear guard, was driven throogh iho 
town.

•It is difficult t'T duscribe tbs condition of 
the city after undergoing a siegs and constant 
bombardment lasting forty-seven ^ays and 
nights, and an intermittent bombardment for 
luoip than a year. The cilizons insist that 
the damage is trifling, and from what tbey 
Hay, I suppose tbe loss of li'e has been much 
Hiualler ihan^could have been reasonably ex - 
peeled. But nearly every bouse in the city 
bas been perforated by conical and round 
shot and shells. Tbe pillars of piazzas are 
knocked down, doors and windows smashed, 
flours torn up, and damage done in every 
shape and form. I found no bouse in the 
city that bad escaped unacatbed, though it is 
said there are some. Toe streets are barri- 
caded by breastworks and rifle-pits intended 
to guard against an attack from the river, and 
in some places covered with grass and weeds. 
The business houses all have a musty, dusty 
and deserted look. Wherever you go in any 
direction, you have to guard yourself against 
boles dug into the ground by our shells. At 
every a'/ailalj!® place a cave has been dug. In 
these caves tbe women and children tyere sa 
ved at night. During the daytime they took 
chances for succossful dodges, and moat of ibe 
ladies rather pri Is themrelves upon their ex- 
pertnes.s in getting out of tbs way of shells as 
if It vy<>re ouiie a ladylike accomplishment. 

Vicksburg h»s been a really handsome 
place. The public buildings were good, thg 
private residences well surrounded with 
beautiful and well kept shrubbery, the sice of 
tbe town high and rolling, and on every band 
were evidences of the exiatenca at une time 
of we-iitfi to^te and general pro-iperity. It 
is now pre-eminently war- worn -r-some de- 
gree and kind of devastation marks every 
thing you see. Duet, neglect and decay are 
where nothing else more horrid meets the 
eye.

Our Impjrts And Exports. — T ho New 
York Commercial Advertiser, says tho total 
imports of fuFuign merohandisa at New York 
for the twelve mmths ending June 30ih 
amounted to $179,218,000, exclusive qf 
$1,683,000 of spaele. These figures wr the 
preceding yeir were respactiyely $13'2.877,- 
trOO and $11,687,000. Nominally the good* 
imported show an increase of $55,000,000, 
but this is pirtly offiot by the decline in 
the currency or measure of value, as com- 
pairei with the years 1861-2. Making due 
allowance for this, tbe figures for the two 
years will not be found to differ very ma- 
terially. 

J.'’or the aamo periqJ oqr tqtal ejfpqrts 
were $183,220,000, ineluding $8,73fl,QOQ 
qf merchandise re-exported. During Ihe 
preoediiig yc*r (h* aggregate amounted to 
$133,867,000. including $5,10q,OQO, re- 
exported. Tbe same deduction must be 
made from these, on account of the cur- 
rency, as io tho case of imports. 

Tbe export of specie was $52,194,000 
or one million per week. In 1861-2 it 
amounted lo $28,953,000. Tho aggregate 
recceipu of gold from California footed up 
to $20,125 872, against $30,083,943. It 
will be feen that we have parted with 
about thirty-two millions from tho stock of 
spcjjie go hand. (]a account qf existing 
dislocations, the export and import apeqio 
at New York will for some lime afford no 
reliable test of our relations toward foreign 
countries.

MOVEMENTS OF JOHN MORGAN. 

He Crosses the MuskiDpum Hirer at 
Ettlesport. 

In yesterday’s issue we loft John Morgan 
about fifteen or twenty miles north of Athens, 
Ohio. Froin^bat place he moved toward 
EglaspoH, and crossed the Muskingum river 
'it that place. After crossing the river, he, 
with hU command, which is estimated at 
from 500 to 1,000 men, moved in the direc- 
tion of the centre of the State. Before hav- 
ing marchsd a grert way, ho was met by 
some of our militia, who turned his course 
toward the Ohio river. 

After having marched a short distance, ho 
was met by another band of militia who 
again changed his course, this time in the 
direction of Cumberland, a small town near 
the line between Guernsey and Noble coun- 
ties. The latest dispatches received at head- 
quarters stats that he was about five miles 
that place. Our forces were only four 
miles in bis rear, and it was expected that 
they would strike him at or n'eai^hat place. 
The militia, which is posted on almost every 
road in that section of the country, will pre- 
vent Morgan from reaching the Ohio river at 
•ny fordable point. 

The four steamers Ingomar, Henry Logan, 
Imperial and Starlight, brought down about 
800 rebel prisoners, among whom wore the 
following rebel officers:

with a determination not to be defeated. 
The battle raged fur three and a half (3>.j) 
hours when the enemy retreated vriib a luss 
of over fifty (50) killed and two hundred 
(200) wounded. Among the killed were 
Col. Cbenault, Major Brent, another Major 
and five (5) Captains, and six (0) Lieuten- 
ants as near as can be estimated. 

The conflict was fierce and bloody. At 
times the enemy occupied one side of the 
fallen timber, while my men held the other 
in almost a hand to hand fight. The enemy’s 
force consisted of the greater part o^ Mor- 
gan’s division. My force was a fraction of 
my regiment, consisting of two hundred 
men, who fought gallantly. I cannot say 
too much in their praise. 

Our loss was six killed and twenty-three 
wounded. 

After the battle I received, under a flag of 
truce, a dispatch, asking permission to bury 
their dead, which request I granted, pro- 
posing to deliver them in front of our lines. 

'Pbe detachment of forty men, under com 
maud of Lieut. M. A. Uigan, 8th Michigan 
Infantry, held the river at the ford, near the 
bridge, and repulsed a cavalry charge made 
by the enemy in a very creditable and gal- 
lant manner. 

The gallantry of my officers and men in 
the action was such that I cannot individ- 
ualise, they all did their duty nobly, and 
the wounded were treated with the greatest 
care and attention by Assistant Surgeon J . 
N. Greggs of my regimoot, whose fine abil- 
ities as a surgeon are highly apreciated.

Too much praise cannot be ascribed to tbe 
gallaDl Ool.

Kebels Complaining of Morgan’s 
redations— -.Morgan’s Reply. 

The Indiantpolis Journal publishes a doc- 
ument, captured by Colonel Wilder from a 
rebjl courier, complaining of the plunder of 
rebel citizens by Morgan’s command. It is 
dated, “Headquarters 25th Tennesieo regi- 
ment, Fairfield, Tennessee, June 17lh, 1863,” 
anl it Binned by Col. Hughes, 25th Ten- 
nastoe, with tbe inlorsemant of Brig.-Gen. 
Bushrod R. Jobotton, Mejor-Ganeral A. P. 
Stewart, Lieut.-Gen. Hardee, Major Gen. 
Wheeler, and W. W. Mackall, chief of 
Bragg’s staff, who directs Gen. Wheeler to 
take “proper and energetic measures to 
remedy tbe crying evil” complained of. The 
document asserts that universal complaints 
come in from citizens against Morgan’s men 
for stealing, impressing and swapping horses, 
stealing corn and other prorisions, burning 
rails, tearing down fences, &c. To this 
Morgan made the following reply: 

Headquabtbbs Moboam’s Division,) 
Spabta, June 24. ) 

Respectfully returned. 

The evil complained of is indeed a crying 
one. I know of but two ways to redress it 
— sitber to pay some slight attention to tbe 
wants of cavalry, or to remove them alto- 
getbel from the section of country which 
has been completely eaten out. Regiments, 
brigades and divisions of cavalry are ordered 
into a section of country where tbe inhabi- 
tants have a hare subsistence, and are ex- 
pected to do the severest kind of Ruty in 
scouting and picketing without any supplies 
whatsoever being lurnisbed for either them- 
selves or their horses. Of course, in such 
cases the inhabitants must suffer to a certain 
extent, or tbe soldiers must starve. For a 
long time, while a portion of my command 
was stationed near Woodberry and Brady- 
ville, tbe horses bad but from four to five 
ears of corn per diem, and tbe men were 
starved in nearly the same ratio. Repre- 
sentation after representation of the ease 
was sent up, and no notice whatever was 
taken of it Whose fault, then, is it that 
tbs citizens suffer? Is it tbe fault of tbe 
soldiers, or is it the fault of tbe Govern- 
ment that sands him to such a place, and 
neglects to supply bis wants in any particu- 
lar, Tbe soldiers may be starving, com- 
plaint after complaint may be sent up by 
tbe officers, but no notice is taken of the 
matter. Let, however, some fellow who 
spells cavalry with an e, send up a paper 
stating that a few ears of corn have been 
taken from some old woman who has a quan- 
tity concealed, and instantly tbe evil be- 
comes a crying one. Is this justice? 

Tbe strictest orders I ave ^en issued to 
my command in regard to these matters, 
and these orders have been rigedly snforoed 
as far as practicable. The army measures 
recommended by Col. Hughes have in all 
eases been adopted. I feel confident that 
most of tbe stealing, swapping, &c., com- 
plained of baa not been committed by my 
troops, nor by any regular cavalry com- 
mand, but by bands of marauders who 
travel through tbe country on tbs track of 
an army, claiming to belong now to one 
command and now to another, which com- 
mand of course get tbe credit of their dep- 
redationi.

1 know of no law higher than tbe Con- 
stitution and deny that it. may be suspended 
or its principles violated on any pretext 
whatever, 'fhe preservation of that great 
charter of our rights is thi la.st and only 
hope of the American people. Tbe Union 
of the States, of which 1 have ever been the 
earnest and zealous advocate, can only be 
restored on the basis of tbe Constitution. 

am, therefore, equilly opposed to tbe 
doctrines of Secessionists and of Abolition- 
ists. They are both utterly irreconcilable 
with tbe peace and unity of tbe country. 

In my judgment the time is at band when 
the radical aod unconstitutional policy of 
tbe Administration, including the schemes 
of confiscation, emancipation, tbe arming of 
uegroes, and the illegal and arbitrary ar- 
rests of American citizens, should be sternly 
rebuked. This policy constitutes the only 
insurmountable barrier to a restoration of 
tbe Union, and if it is tbe purpose of those 
in pdKr to act in good faith they should at 
once aod forever abandon it. 

It has been demonstrated by the success 
of tbe Federal army that tbe Southern 
Slates are not able to maintain tbe unequal 
conflict. Cf this fact that misguided but 
heroic people must now be fully sensible 
It is, therefore, tbe part of wisdom to sieze 
upon tbe present crisis to disabuse the South 
ern mind of tbe conviction that this is a 
war of subjugation, and to convince them 
that tbe sole purpose of the Government is 
“to preserve tbe Union with tbe dignity, 
equality and rights of tbe States unim- 
paired.” 

1 have no sympathy with the fierce and 
proscriptive spirit which is clammoriog for 
vengeance and for blood. My patriotism has 
not been merged into a bitter and relent 
less hatred of tbe people of tbe South. I 
still cherish the hope that we may yet live 
together in tbe bonds of peace, under tbe 
same wise, just and beneficient Government. 
And I desire above all things a restoration 
of the Union on terms of perfect equality. 

It is my firm conviction that we have 
reached a stage in tbe progress of this ter- 
rible war when victory may be crowned by 
a permanent and glorious peace, or else drive 
a brave and struggling people to tbe energy 
of dispair. Tbe opportunity is now af- 
forded for tbe exorcise of enlightened pa- 
triotism, justice and magnanimity. If the 
Administration is equal to tbe crisis, such 
terms will now be offered to tbe people of 
tbe South as they can safely and bonorably 
accept. In my humble opinion, a general 
amnesty should be proclaimed, tbe schemes 
of conflscati.in aod emancipation suspended, 
and the people invited to return to their 
allegiance with all their constitutional rights 
unimpaired. This policy is commended to 
my judgment by the highest considerations 
of public interest, of justice and humanity. 
This is the nation’s opportunity. God grant 
that it may be wisely improved.

The Southern Levy en .Masse— Jelt 
vil’ Proclamation. 

From tbe Riebmond Enquirer, July 18tb. 
Whereas, it is provided by an act of Con- 
gress, entitled “An act to further provide for 
tbe public defense,” approved on tbe lOtb day 
of April, 1862, and by another act of Con- 
gress, approved on the 2Tth of September, 
1862, entitled “An act to amend an act en- 
titled au act to provide further for tbe public 
defense,” approved the 16th of April 1862, 
that the President be authorized to call out 
aod place in tbe military service of tbe Con- 
federate States, for three years, unless the war 
shall have been sooner ended, all white men 
who are residents of the Confederate States 
between the ages of eighteen and forty five 
years, at the time the call may be made, and 
who are not at such time legally exempted 
from military service, or such part thereof as 
in his judgement may be necessary to tbe 
public defense. 

And whereas, in mr judgment the neces- 
sities of tbe public defense require that every 
man dapable of bearing arms, between the 
ages aforesaid, should now be called out to do 
bis duty in tbe defense of his country, and in 
driving back tbe invaders now within the 
limits of tbe Confederacy. 

Now, therefore, I, Jefferson Davis, Presi- 
dent of tbe Oonfederat? States of America, 
do by virtue of the power vested in me as 
aforesaid, call out and place in the military 
service of the Confederate States, all white 
men residents of said States between the ages 
of eighteen and forty-five years, not legally 
exempted from military service, and 1 do 
hereby order and diieet that r 1| parsoqs sub- 
ject to this call and not now in the military 
service do, upon being enrolled, forthwith re- 
pair to the conscript camps established in the 
respective Slates of which they may bo resi- 
dents, under pain of being held and punitbed 
as deserters in the event of failure to obey 
this call’ as proyjtjed in said law. 

And I do further order ana airect tpat the 
enrolling officers of the several States proceed 
at once to enroll all persons embraced within 
tbe terms of this proclamation, and not here- 
tofore enrolled. 

And 1 do fqrl|)er order that it shall be law- 
ful for any person embraced witbja tbjs ca|l 
to valunteer for service before enrollment, 
and that persons so volunteering be allowed 
to select tbe arm of service and tbe company 
which they desire to join, provided tbe com- 
pany be deficient in tbe full number of men 
allowed by law for its organization.

(p5”We are told the War Department two 
or three weeks ago issued an order for the 
enrollment, of free negroes in Kentucky as 
citizens within the purview of the conscrip- 
ion act. The illegality, offensivenes-s, and 
temerity of this order, as we learn, imme- 
diately led to an earnest remonstrance on 
the part of our State authorities, seconded 
warmly by General Burnside and by Gen- 
eral Boyle. In answer to his remonstrance, 
tbe President, we understand, signified that 
the enrollment of the free negroes in Ken- 
tucky was not intended as necessary pre- 
liminary to tbe drafting and arming of them 
but might be preliminary to their employ- 
ment as srinple laborers. In other words, 
the President declared that he bad not yet 
made up his mind to do more than enroll 
the negroes. For reasons obvious to all Ken- 
tuckians at least, this declaration was not 
deemed satisfactory, and the remonstrance 
has been renewed by our Stale authorities 
in more explicit and most urgent terms. We 
have the utmost confidence that tbe remon- 
strance thus renewed will prevail. It must 
prevail. 

If the order wore clearly legal it would 
be most rash and improper to attempt to 
enforce it; hut it is clearly illegal. Free 
negroes are not citi/.ens of the Unite 1 States, 
and the President can find in Kantucky no 
respictable authority that will affirm the 
contrary. On this po'nt Governor Robin- 
son, the chief magistrate of the State, and 
Judge Ballard, the chief judicial officer of 
the nation in the State, are completely 
unit. And with them herein all cla.sses of 
the Commonwealth thoroughly agree. In 
the universal estimation of Kentuckians tbe 
order is wholly illegal as well as offeosive 
in the extreme. We cannot presume that 
the President will adhere to the order with- 
out presuming that he is devoid of the first 
instincts o' prudence no less than of justice. 
The President, whatever his infirmity of 
judgment or of will, is not thus weak and 
headlong. We do not harbor a doubt that 
he will speedily rtcscinJ the order. So 
confident indeed are we in this respect that 
but for tbe notice of the order by some of 
our contemporsries in the State we should 
perhaps have felt it our duty under all the 
circumstances to leave the luaUer in the 
hands of Iho State authorities without com 
meut for tbe present at any rate. Certain it 
is that the matter oouid no| be in abler or 
more faithful bands. 

In the mean time, we are assured that 
the Older is practically rutpended. This is 
as it should be. — Ixm. Journal.

Negro Soldiers Horse-whipping White 
Men BY Order OF THEIR Colonel. — On the 
30:h May, at Miliken’s Bend, in Louisiana, 
situated on tbe Missitsippi River, two Federal 
soldiers (white men) were met by two ne- 
groes, now Federal soldiers; tbeircamps com 
mencing\t the Bend and extending as far up 
the river as Lake Providence. Tbe negroes 
asked the white men to take a drink with 
thorn, when one of tbe white men, consider- 
ing himselt insulted, gave the negro a sound 
thrashing. After be bad left, tbe negroes 
complainod-to their Colonel, Sheppard, com 
mandiug tbe negro forces on tbe river, and 
acting Brigadier- General at tbe time, who 
told them to go and get this soldier, and tie 
him to a tree and whip him within an inch of 
bis life. Three of them returned and stated 
that they could not fi nd the one that had done 
tbe fighting, but found tbe friend who was 
with him at tbe time, and who had done all 
he could to prevent bis friend from fighting 
the negro. TheV took this innocent white 
man, of company A, 10th Illinois Cavalry, 
and tied him to a tree, and with a Govern- 
ment wigon whip, platted three deep, inflict- 
ed upon his back twenty-four strokes; the 
first negro struck twelve licks, the second 
negro six licks, and the third negro six licks 
each drawing the blood freely from the poor 
white man. His Lieutenant, being informed 
of tbe ease, cune fo bis rescue and cut him 
loose. 

When the white soldiers heard of this they 
threatened to take this Colonel Shepard 
fwhite man) of the Eleventh Louisiana Regi- 
ment of negroes, and bang him, but were 
prevented from doing so by some gentleman, 
who told then) that they bad better lay their 
grievances before General Grant, who would 
do them justice. They consented to do’ so. 
Tbe officers in command of the cavalry com- 
pany went down the river to see General 
Grant. On their way they had to stop at 
Young’s Point, where Brigadier General ilul- 
livan wss-in command of the past. He, being 
informe4 ordered the arrest of 

Colonel Shepard on his own responsibility, 
and forwarded the papers to General Grant, 
who approved of Brigadier-General Sullivan’s 
course, alid ordered a court of inquiry on the 
case. There will be a court-martial, and no 
doubt Col. Shepard will be dismissed from 
tbe Bervtoej but wfiat satisfoctioo wil) that 
he to the .poor white man? They saw that 
they inclined to hang him anyhow. This 
Shepard is from Massachusetts, lleremaik- 
ed, after the affair to tbe engineer of the 
steambaat Thomas J. Paltan. in my presence

The Whig says the intelligonce from Lee 
falls short of the promise of the despatch 
published yesterday, and proves a serious 
disappointment to the high- wrought hopes 
of the public. Superadded to the calamity 
at V icksburg, it casts a sombre shadow over 
our affairs. But we must constantly bear 
in mind that true greatness is revealed in its 
noblest attributes, and we must resolve that, 
come what may, the cause shall never go 
down nor lack courageous hearts or stout 
arms enoug|] to bear it on to glorious tri 
uinph.’’ 

The importance of recent military events 
and more especially the fall of Vicksburg 
and Pert Hudson, even io rebel estimation
